1 . REFTEL AGREES ENTIRELY WITH OUR RECOLLECTION OF UNFOLDING 
EVENTS IN ASMARA DURING WITHDRAWAL. WE WISH ADD ONLY A 
COMMENT OR TWO BY WAY OF FOOTNOTES. 

A. PARA 16 (C). ABRUPT CHANGES IN EPMG ATTITUDES ALMOST 
CERTAINLY CAME ABOUT AS RESULT OF EPMG DECISION-MAKING PROCESS 
(THEY OCCURRED HERE. TOO, IF SOMEWHAT LESS DRAMATICALLY). 

INSOFAR AS ETHIOPIAN AUTHORITIES IN ASMARA WERE CONCERNED, 

SHOTS WERE BEING CALLED FROM ADDIS AND IT WAS CLEAR THAT UNTIL 
THEY WERE INSTRUCTED BY THE ETHIOPINA "COMMISSION" THAT 
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WAS SET UP IN MOFA, THEY WERE NOT GOING TO DO ANYTHING 
THAT COULD POSSIBLY BE CONSTRUED AS A MISSTEP BY THEIR 
OWN PEOPLE (AGAIN, SAME WAS TRUE HERE). INTERNAL EPMG 
COMMUNICATIONS WERE ALWAYS PROBLEM, BUT ONCE WORD FROM 
"COMMISSION" FINALLY GOT THROUGH, PROBLEMS EASED. 

B. PARA 16 (B). AGREE WITH NEED FOR ONE COMMAND 
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ALONE TO BE SOLE COMMUNICATOR, BUT PROBLEM WAS NOT MAC'S 
PLANS. AS BEST WE COULD TELL, MAC WAS READY FOR ANY- 
THING. PROBLEM WAS CONFLICTING SIGNALS THEY WERE GETTING 
FROM MILITARY COMMANDS IN EUROPE. 

C. PARA 16 (C). AAGREE WITH DESIRABILITY OF 
DESIGNATING AN OFFICER IN EMBASSY TO SCREEN AND FORWARD 
TRAFFIC. THIS, HOWEVER, WAS IN FACT DONE. CHARGE OR, IN 

HIS ABSENCE, ACTING POLCOUNS DID IT. WE FORWARDED WHAT- 
EVER TRAFFIC WE THOUGHT WAS IMMEDIATELY GERMANE TO THE 
WITHDRAWAL AND KEPT CONGEN INFORMED OF OUR OWN EFFORTS BY 
BOTH TELEGRAM AND TELEPHONE. INFO SUCH AS EFFORTS BY 
TANZANIANS AND KENYANS TO INTERCEDE ON OUR BEHALF WOULD 
HAVE NO DOUBT BEEN INTERESTING TO ASMARA, BUT IN OUR 
JUDGMENT WOULD NOT HAVE CONTRIBUTED MUCH TO WHAT HAD TO 
BE DONE THERE. IF WE ERRED ON SIDE OF KEEPING VOLUME 
OF TRAFFIC DOWN, MEA CULPA. 

D. (PARA 16 (H). RE GUIDANCE FROM EMBASSY ADMIN 
SECTION RE PRIORITITIES FOR REMOVAL OF USG PROPERTY, WE 
THOUGHT ASMARA WAS DOING VERY WELL ON ITS OWN WITHOUT 
ADDIITIONAL ADVICE FROM US AND THEREFORE REFRAINED FROM 
OFFERING IT. FURHTER, EXCEPT FOR OBVIOUS BROAD CATE- 
GORIES OF PROPERTY WHICH ASMARA ITSELF IDENTIFIED 
QUICKLY, WE WERE NOT IN A POSITION TO MAKE SPECIFIC 
RECOMMENDATIONS. HAD THERE BEEN SOME OBVIOUS OMI- 
SIONS, WE WOULD HAVE CHIMED IN, BUT IN PRINCIPLE, WE 
THINK DECISIONS OF THIS KIND IN SUCH CIRCUMSTANCES 
SHOULD REST PRIMARILY WITH THOSE PERSONNEL ON SPOT. 
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
